Tile Panels Decorative, Sound Absorbing 


N e w Ceiling Can Be Installed In One Weekend 


Pu t together a steady ladder, a 
stapler, a cou ple of box es of tiles 
and a weekend-and y ou can hav e 
a new ceiling in the attic, the 
basement or any room in the hou se. 
The word tile once was u sed to 
designate a produ ct made of fired 
clay or some other hard, tou gh 
m aterial that cou ld be broken 
bu t not dented. These day s it is 
u sed loosely to describe many 
different items, ranging from a 
drain tile, which resembles a short 
length of pipe, to a ceiling tile, 
which is any thing bu t a hard 
tou gh material. In some cases, 
the tile—possibly to get awa y 
from the misnomer—is called a 
panel. 


It is becau se a ceiling tile or 
panel if of fibrou s, porou s qu ality 
that it has su ch ex cellent v alu e— 
entirely aside from its decorativ e 
pu rposes. It absorbs sou nd and so 
prev ents 
noise 
from 
bou ncing 
arou nd a room. This is tru e with 
ev en the ordinary fiber board ty pe 
of ceiling tile, althou gh the mod­ 
ern acou stical tile has ev en great­ 
er sou nd-deadening qu alities. 
Once av ailable only in white and 
iv ory , and in 12 x 12 squ ares, the 
tiles now are av ailable in a wide 
v ariety of striking designs, color 
schemes and sizes to harmonize 
with all ty pes of room fu rnish­ 
ings. 
It is wise to pu rchase the tiles 
at least a day or two before y ou 
plan to begin the installation. Open

Before pu tting u p the fu rri n g 
strips—to which the tiles are stap­ 
led—measu re the ceiling area care 
fu lly for width and length. This 
establishes the total nu mber of 
tiles to be u sed. For ex ample, if 
the ceiling measu res 102 inches 
in width and 128 inches in length, 
and the panels are the 12 by 12 
size, it is established that eight 
panels are needed for the width 
with 3 -inch borders. By the same 
token, ten panels are needd for 
the length with 4 -inch borders. 
Wide Bo rders Best 
In this instance, the borders 
are somewhat narrow. Since nar­ 
row borders are not generall y 
considered desiable, it is adv is­ 
able to su btract one panel from 
the width and one from the length. 
This leav es a wider b o r d e r , 
sev en panels for the width, with 
9 -inch borders, and nine panels 
for the length, with 10-inch bor­ 
ders. The fu rring strips are then 
nailed in place so that the edges 
of all tiles fall on the wood and 
do not hang in the air. 
Placeing the tiles 
in simple, 
ev en rows is the qu ickest and 
most popu lar way of installing 
them. Bu t y ou can get more in­ 
teresting effects by pu tting u p the 
tiles in staggered patterns rather 
than with continu ou s joints. This 
is done by starting alternate rows 
with half-tiles. 
Stapling is preferred ov er nail­ 
ing becau se it v irtu ally eliminates 
any chance of damaging the panels 
while pu tting them u p. Most tiles 
groov e arrangement. One ty pe, for 
instance, has a so-called “light­ 
ning joint” that allows the tiles to 
be fitted together qu ickly an d 
easily and keeps them in au to­ 
matic alignment.

It helps the hou se 
hold heat produ ced by y ou r fu r­ 
nace, and keeps walls warm. Less 
heat loss means lower fu el bills. 
Warm walls mean greater com­ 
fort, since a cold wall actu ally 
draws body heat toward it, mak­ 
ing y ou feel cold. 
Bu t ju st the fact that y ou hav e 
insu lation in y ou r home may not 
be enou gh. For tru e comfort and 
heating economy , the insu lation 
mu st be thick enou gh to do a 
good job. Cu rrent recommenda­ 
tions of heating engineers are an 
absolu te minimu m thickness of 
fou r inches of mineral wool in 
the celing, and three inches in 
the walls. 
These thicknesses giv e y ou the 
ex tra adv antage of better family 
health by cu tting down on chill- 
cau sing drafts.

Here's The Answer 


By ANDREW C. LANG 
AP Newsfeatu res 
QUESTION: 1 am finishing an 
attic room and u sing fir ply wood 
for the walls. I want to stain it 
a mahogany color. Shou ld I pu t 
the stain on right ov er the bare 
wood or is a sealer necessary ? 
I plan on u sing v arnish for the 
final coat. 
ANSWER: Stain will not take too 
well ov er fir ply wood withou t a 
special preparation. This is be­ 
cau se of the v ariations of grain in 
this ty pe of wood, which tends to 
“take” the stain u nev enly . You r 
hardware or paint dealer will sell 
y ou a sealer made especially for 
fir ply wood. There are two kinds— 
so make su re y ou ask for the 
ty pe u sed when the finish coat is 
to be clear, su ch as v arnish. After 
the sealer has dried thorou ghly , 
apply a mahogany stain, wiping it 
off qu ickly if y ou want a light 
shade and letting it stand sev eral 
minu tes if y ou want a dark shade. 
It might be well to ex periment 
on a piece of scrap fir ply wood 
to determine how long to let the 
stain penetrate in order to get the 
desired color. Varnish is perfectly 
satisfactory as a finish coat. Bu t 
remember that some persons con­ 
sider a high gloss too ov erpowering 
on walls. It might be better to 
u se a flat v arnish, which will 
prov ide an ex cellent wearing su r­ 
face withou t the high gloss. 


QUESTION: 
A lot of calking 
has to be done on ou r hou se— 
and one of these day s I am going 
to get arou nd to it. As I u nder­ 
stand it, there are two kinds of 
calking material, one called gu n- 
grade and one called knife-grade. 
The gu n-grade obv iou sly is 
su p­ 
posed to be u sed in a calking gu n, 
the other with a pu tty knife. Can 
y ou tell me which is better, as I 
wou ld like to do a good job? 
ANSWER: There is no 
differ­ 
ence ¡n the qu ality of these two 
grades of calking compou nd. The 
difference lies only in the manner 
of application. The calking g u n 
sends the compou nd into the open­ 
ings u nder pressu re, thu s filling 
the gaps easier and qu icker. Ap­ 
ply ing the compou nd with a pu tty 
knife requ ires more time and 
care to get a neat resu lt, bu t if 
done carefu lly will prov e satis­ 
factory . If y ou do hav e a lot of 
calking to do, and I assu me from 
y ou r letter that y ou do, the gu n 
is preferable. 


POPULAR CHOICE 
Knotty pine is not a species of 
wood, bu t is a grade which u su ally 
is asociated with one of the west­ 
ern pines: ponderosa, Idaho white 
su gar and lodgepole. It is a popu ­ 
lar choice for paneling, particu ­ 
larly when an informal atmos 
phere is desired.

Settlement of the last of the airline strikes 
that turned the recent holiday season into a 
nightmare for air travelers clears the way 
for a public relation'? assignment to repair 
some of the severe damage to the prestige 
of the most admired occupational group of 
the aviation ear. 
The men who sit in the pilots* seats, the 
engineers who take charge of the intricate 
mechanism of the modern airplanes and the 
mechanics who do maintenance work all have 
had a part in destroying the public’s admira­ 
tion for them as the dedicated selfless ser­ 
vants of the age of flight. 
Even though this was done to win a wider 
margin of occupational security, the effect 
on public opinion cannot be disregarded. Even 
the airline stewardess, it turns out, is not 
immune to the job dissatisfactons that beset 
us groundlings. 
This discovery that people who were con- 
idered for so long to be impervious to dis­ 
satisfaction was bound to come some time. 


It happened in other eras to teamsters who 
drove six-horse spans, to locomotive engi­ 
neers and to supermen who drove trucks. All 
of them finally revealed that they did not 
regard what they were doing with the same 
sense of high privilege that made their en­ 
vious admirers hearts beat faster. 
Even the supremely lucky people who had 
jobs with the circus turned out to be as pre- 
occucied with mundane matters as the rest 
of us, and thereafter the circus was never 
the same. An illusion was shattered. 
It is too bad it had to happen to the heroes 
of aviation it takes something away from 
the iascination of what will continue to be 
for most of us a thing of glamor and as- 
cinatior. of what will continue to be or most 
of us a thing of glamor and fascination. 
Henceforth, it will be difficult to forget that 
our heroes and even our heroines are only 
workaday people like the rest of us, preoc­ 
cupied with crass materialism and fringe 
benefits. 


Something to Stop the Pain 


The most tremendous story of 1959, if it 
holds up, will be the announcement that two 
scientists at the National Institute of Health 
have developed a drug many times as effec­ 
tive as morphine, without corresponding side 
effects. 
No governments will rise or fall. There 
will be upturn or downturn in gross nation 
al product or fluctuation in vital statistics. 
But millions of human beings who have 
learned what pain can do to distort minds 
and Dodies will take more hope from the an­ 
nouncement of a better pain-killer than they 
will take from any other story this year. 
They will think of burned and mangled 


bodies that are brought into hospitals after 
accidents, of the incurably ill whose final 
days and hours can be made comfortable, 
of victims of arthritis and sufferers from mi­ 
graine. 
They will think of the horrors of acute ad­ 
diction from the over-use of morphine and 
its related substances. They will think of the 
disproportion of pain in the world to things 
that can relieve pain — and they will wel­ 
come the hope of a substance that can bring 
a net reduction to the world’s suffering. 
There is no reason to doubt at the out­ 
set of another new year that there will be a 
full share of increases in suffering. That has 
never failed.

Reds Mistake Effect of Mikoyan Visit

In the aftermath of the team 
sters’ political feint at the New 
York police force, a harmless 
old current events club of harness 
Association, has been using law­ 
yers and professional propagan­ 
dists to heckle the high command.

Soviet Union. 
How can there be mutual trust 
or the beginning of a “peaceful 
co existence” when the rules that 
apply inside the Soviet Union are 
so hostile to the concept of free 
interchange between peoples? 
President Eisenhower told news­ 
men this week that he is in favor 
of more and more visits by promi­

The Soviets, moreover, spena 
millions of dollars each y e a r jam­ 
ming American radio broadcasts 
to Russia and countries in Eastern 
Europe. 
. 
Even more hypocritical is tne 
Soviet government’s attitude to­ 
ward 
foreign 
newspapers 
a n d 
periodicals. 
It examines the policies of tne 
publications and denies the admis­ 
sion of permanent correspondents 
representing 
a n y 
publication 
whose content the Soviets dislike. 
Yet the Congress of the Unite d 
States admits to its press gal­ 
leries 
persons 
from the Soviet 
Union in the guise of newsmen 
who are agents or employes of 
their own government in every 
sense of the word. 
There is, in fact, no such thing 
today as reciprocity as between the 
Soviet government and our own 
government. It is the United States 
that gives constantly, while the 
Moscow 
government 
repeatedly 
says “no.” Yet Mr. Mikoyan tells 
Amerian audiences jt is time for 
America to stop saying “no” to the 
various proposals relating to the 
future of Germany and other wor*d 
problems which have been under 
incessant discussion between Mos­ 
cow and Washington these last few 
years. 


THE 
RECEPTION given Mr. 
Mikoyan is being described in the 
Moscow press and radio as an in­ 
dication that the Amercan people 
do not agree with their own gov­ 
ernment. 
Such distortions are to be expect­ 
ed in a government - controlled 
press. When, however, it may be 
asked of Mr. Mikoyan, will the So­ 
viet Union permit any American to 
stump Russia and tell them their 
dictatorship is bad and can be 
overthrown by force whenever the 
people, by concerted action, decide 
to do so?

Union — to come to America and 
preach the gospel of revolution. 
When will the supreme tribunal 
of the Soviets grant Americans a 
reciprocal right?

Costliest of the stoppages was 
the grounding of Eastern Airlines 
—which hit the company, the un­ 
ion members and the state of Flor­ 
ida for a carefully estimated 88 
million dollars. New York’s news­ 
paper walkout ran a minimum 50- 
million-dollar-tab — with no esti­ 
mate of the indirect costs. The 
American Airlines paralysis kept 
18 million out of that company’s 
till. Any anywhere from 50,000 to 
80,000 United Automobile Work­ 
ers’ members hav e been on strike 
—costing the union led by Walter 
Reuther some sev en million dol­ 
lars in strike assistance alone. 


THERE WERE some 300 strikes 
in all running through December 
and into the New Year. The Wash 
ington . statistics 
sav ers 
believ e 
that the figure of more than half a 
billion dollar loss by strikes since 
early December is as soft as a 
drink at a Women’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union party. 
A total of all losses would run 
closer to a billion dollars if you 
added all wages, profits and direct 
and indirect costs. 
One man who took a look at 
these figures and listened to pre­ 
dictions of more turbulent things to 
come is Connecticut’s Gov . Abra­ 
ham Ribicoff. 
He thought the time had come 
for labor 
and management to 
break bread instead of bank ac? 
counts. He decided to call in the 
chiefs of organized labor and in­ 
dustry and try out a theory on his 
friends in his prospering state. 
If it works, Mr. Ribicoff will pass 
R on to the next nationai Gov ­ 
ernors’ Conferenc, just as he did 
when he decided that giv ing man 
the right to driv e a car doesn’t 
mean giv ing him license to kill. 
Ribicoff’s

plan 
w a s 
grabbed up by other gov ernors— 
maybe his industrial peace plan 
will be, too. As he told me the oth­ 
er day, “ We can’t lose anything by 
trying to keep the unions and man­ 
agement

will drop from this year’s

President Eisenhower said in his 
b udget message. But he asked a 
higher appropriation for the years 
ahead. 
At the sam e time, he added, this 
country should help promote the 
economic stab ility and growth of 
less 
developed 
countries 
where 
want and suffering ab ound. 
Eisenhower asked $ 3,930,000,000 
in new foreign aid money, includ­ 
ing $ 1,600,000,000 in m ilitary aid. 
Actual spending during the year 
he said, is estim ated at $ 3,498,000.- 
000, including 
$ 1.850,000,090 
f o r 
m ilitary assistance. Much of the 
spending especially for m ilitary 
aid, comes from funds appropriat­ 
ed in previous years. 
The spending total is 383 mil­ 
lion dollars less than the estim ate 
for the current year. A drop of 
462 millions in arm s aid spending 
is partially offset b y a 79 million 
increase in grants, loans and oth­ 
er forms of economic assistance. 
Eisenhower asked another 225 
million dollars for use b efore June 
30 and 700 millions for next year 
for long-term easy-payment loans 
under 
the 
Development 
Loan 
Fund. These would help underde­ 
developed nations improve their 
standard of living.

Chemistry at Upsala University 
destroyed diseased tissue with an 
American-invented proton ray. 
The operation was performed on 
a m an at 55, the team disclosed 
in radio and television interviews. 
By destroying a piece of tissue 
three m illim eters thick inside the 
patient’s skull, he was cured pain­ 
lessly of a serious m ental depres­ 
sion. 
The man left the hospital two 
days later. A sim ilar operation 
carried out b y orthodox lob otomy 
would 
have required weeks 
of 
preparation and a long period of 
recovery. 
Prof. Lars Leksell of Lund Uni­ 
versity, who supervised the oper­ 
ation, expressed b elief the new 
method can b e 
applied to 
ease 
many chronic pains, for treatm ent 
of Parkinson’s disease and for cer­ 
tain mental illnesses. 
Proton rays, the positive charg­ 
ed unit of the atom nucleus, pene­

Missiles Rank High 
In Proposed Budget 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Missile 
weapons and space vehicles fly 
high in the b udget proposed to 
Congress today for the year start« 
ing next July 1. 
The Pentagon, in asking for a 
$ 40,945,000.000 
spending 
b udget 
said it would lay out 800 million 
dollars m ore for missile produc­ 
tion and m issile research than for 
the present year. 
Missile costs were not item ized 
separately 
b ut President Eisen­ 
hower has said missile program s 
are costing nearly seven b illion 
dollars this year. 
In addition to defense spending, 
the newly created National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Adm inistration 
would b e given a 28-million-dol­ 
lar 
spending 
b udget, 
com pared 
with 153 m illions for this year. 
Expenditures b y the Atomic E n­ 
ergy Commission, Eisenhower told 
Congress, are expected to hit a 
record $ 2.700,000.000 in fiscal 1960. 
The 
b udget 
does 
reflect 
one 
trend toward easing of tension in 
atomic arm am ents. The President 
said that in view of the Ameri­ 
can 
offer 
to 
suspend 
weapons 
tests 
the 
b udget 
contained 
no 
money for such tests. 
The m ilitary b udget of $ 4,945,- 
000,000 is 145 million dollars high­ 
er than estim ated spending for the 
current year. 
Offsetting some of the higher 
missile costs will b e ab andonm ent 
of some older, outmoded weapons 
types. 
Also, Eisenhower said, sufficinet 
progress has b een m ade on new 
weapons in development to per­ 
m it elimination of some m arginal 
weapons still b eing developed.

2,520,000. It is the first year since 
the end of the Korean War that 
sub stantial cuts in m ilitary m an­ 
power have not b een proposed.
